The subject matter of claims 1, 2, 6, 8, 9, 12, 13, 21, and 23 does not involve an inventive step 
on account of document 1 and document 2 cited in the ISR. In the dynamicly responsive measurement 
method and device for a shock acceleration meter described in document 1, continuously emitting a 
number of shock spheres as described in paragraph [0027] of document 2 could easily be conceived by 
a person skilled in the art. 

In particular, '^performing error correction in the strain gauge output based on elastic wave 
theory' as described in claims 2, 9, and 12 is described in document 1, column 6, line 47 to column 7, 
line 12, and ^'using up to a high-order term for a scalar analysis solution" as described in claim 23 
could easily be conceived by a person skilled in the art based on document 1, column 6, line 47 to 
column 7, line 12. 

The subject matter of claims 3-5, 7, 10, 11, 14-20, 22, and 24 involves an inventive step with 
respect to the documents cited in the ISR. 

"Disposing a laser interferometer at the end face of a metal rod," as in claims 3-5, 10, and 11, 
"converting phase difference due to deviation in the pasted position in the axial direction into 
measurement results at a single point based on wave propagation theory," as in claims 7 and 14-16, "a 
missile launch means comprising a plurality of concentrically circular missiles disposed inside and 
outside a launch tube," as in claims 17-20, "giving the missile a portion of a different material than the 
missile main body at the tip or a laminated structure in which the missile main body consists of 
different materials," as in claim 22, and **bringing a metal sphere into contact with the other end face 
of a metal rod," as in claim 24, are not described in any of the documents cited in the ISR and are non- 
obvious to a person skilled in the art.
